‘Tn their season the poppies still 
blow in Fiandens’ fiekis but the for- 
csits of crosses that once marked the 
graves \of British and Canadian dead 
have vanished. ven the poppies 
in the well-kept military cemeteries 
have largely given way to snow-drop 
and daffodils, ‘watt “flowers and tul- 
ips, « 

For, the graves of. our Ganodien 
dead an carnest effort is being made 
to introduce native Canadian shrubs 
and flowers. In this gentler climate, 
flaming tiger lillies, yellow ladies’ 
slipper, fed Willow and even a few 
strawberry shrubs yield a breath of 
the prairie summer to the resting 
place of our exiled sleepers. — 

At ‘the conclusion of vhie war the 
vast bitttle-areas were literally strewn 
with -thte dead. Thousands still lay 
where they ‘had fallen months and 
even years before. Many thousands 
more lay in chell-holes, abandoned 
trenches. and roadside ditches per- 
functorily covered with a few inches 
of earth. Dotted over the landscape 
were hundreds of small ‘graveyards. 
Three or four men killed in a trench 
where it meandered through a ruined 
village would likely be buried in the 
nearest back garden. Large field 
dressing stations during a major ac- 
tion woull keep a. sizable working 
party busy digging a long common 
wherein the fatalities would 
be laid regardless as to whether the 


grave. was in the middle of a wheat’ 


field or angled across what once was 
and would eventually be, a country 
lane. Probably not more than half 
of the total fatalities had been prop-

dcad were everywhere. 

Ii Was the tiemendous task of the 
War Graves Cowmissidn to rally the 
stragglers of these vast dead legions 
into large central burying grounds, 
the land- being donated in perpetuity 


| by the French and Belgian govern- 


ments. Not the least difficult phase 
of the job was that of identification. 
Most of the solitary graves had losit 


~all visible signs of identity as the 


war-plow turned its “urrow through 
the. years. Moreover it had boen the 
custom when burying a comrade to 
send all valuable papsrs and perso!n- 
al effects to headquarters leaving 
only. one of the ‘two discs that alll 
ranks were supposed to wear. These 
discs stamped with the bearers name 
nad number were made of a fibre 
composition and, according to thie 
field men of the War Graves Com- 
mission were subsequently to prove 
almost worthless, Despite the very 
real handicap it is the proud boast of 
the commission that they have been 
able to identify at least sixty-five 
per cent. of the bodies found and re- 
buried. | 
While the known graves of Shean 
out-lying sleepers have long ago been 
attended to the task is not yet end- 
ed. Ever since the Am:stico thous- 
ands of war-metal seekers, French, 
Swiss, Russiam—all nationalities— 
Hiave been patiently digg'ng over the 
battlefields in their search for brass, 
eopper, lead and! iron. Frequently 


the diggers uncover the remains of 
a British. soldier.

awards the finder ten franks if re- 


port of the discovery is made prompt- 
ly and there has been no unnecessary 
___ | disturbing. A section of War Graves 
men leave at once for the spot. In- 
finite pains are taken that no pos- 
sible clue be destroyed or overbooked, 
Such few articles as may have’ been 
left are. carefully examined. Lead 
pencils, pocket knives, razor handles 
may carry scratched initials; stained 
post cards and lebters frequently yield 
their secret under delicate handling. 
Clues may be followed for months 
through post-office and dusty regi- 
mental records:over half the world. 
With the Commission workers the 
word ‘‘identity’’ is .an obsession. 
The War Cemeteries are beautiful- 
ly kept. Their peace and cleanliness 
and simple dignity are in shiarp 
contrast to their frequently squalid 
surroundings. The headstones of 
long-enduring, Yorkshire sandstone 
that have replaced the wooden cross- 
es ‘stand about two feet apart in 
their rows, a narrow strip planted to 
flowers taking the place of the 


mounds one usually associates with |, 


a cemetery. Behind each row anoth- 
er narrow belt is planted to low 
shrubs. Between the rows of thead- 
stones and their narrow planted strips 
are widths of well-clipped lawn. 
Rank on rank they stand, those head- 
stones. Block on block. Strips of 
green lawn. Strips of planted flow- 
ers. Lines of white grave-stones. 
Not a weed is to be seen. Nota 
vestige of disarray. Old soldiers, 
veterans of the War, perform this 
labor of love, keeping these places 
fresh and fair for the far-away re- 
latives of the nation’s dead. Go in- 
to any wayside estaminet in these 
areas afiter sundown and the group 
of roughly dressed laborers sipping 
their beer or coffee there are as 
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italy’ as not toa N your mermb r- 
ed greeting in — or ga 
tish accent. “4. 

The little are identical 
in size and shape ring only in 
their regimental: emblems and’ the 
brief legends they bear: ‘‘Major—, 


Killed in Action, May 8, 1915.”’ 


“Pte.—Died of Wounds, April 9, 
1917"'"‘To an U wn Canadian 
‘Soldier.’’ Ccneral amd private, mil- 


lionaire and bootbllack, are all equal 
here. The Commision has been ada- 
mant in preventing the erection of 
ornate monuments to the lost ones. 
Equal sacrifice heté merits equal 
commemoration. 

A few of the larger cemeteries hold 
10,000 or more graves. Tyne Cot, 
east of Ypres, is suéh a one. Situ- 
ated on the slope thiat overlooks the 
patch of ragged scrub that was once 
Sanctuary Wood it \presents a view 
from the road along the ridge that 
is heart-gripping. 

Thirteen thousand graves! And 
the beholder can piek out each one! 
A sea of white head-stones! 

Those eager young face thet laugh- 
ed from the train windows not so 
long ago, those tanned, strong hands 
that gripped yours eonfidently; those 
dapper khaki uniforms'\that so erectly 
walked away to the awaiting trans- 
ports; those boys to whom you wrote 
and who thanked you for your par- 
cels, that legion of youth for whom 
you prayed—_of .whom you boarted, 
the lads you fooled into fighting 
your mad war, the fellows you hyp- 
notized by your bands and your 
speeches and your sermons, 
youngsters you, with your white fea- 


thers, shamed into. enlisting—here

and overwhelming victory, are found 
once more! Here they all are! Just 
under those little white stones! 

You feel that way when you walk 
silently down those long white aisles. 

Not all the isolated groups of 
graves have been gathered into the 
larger cemeteries, Those fortunste- 
ly situated in out of the way nooks 
where their presence would not in- 
terfere with the workaday world have 
wisely been left. For these the pil- 
grim to his cld stamping grounds 
feels almost pathetically grateful. 
Straight military lines have been not 
so rigidly adhered to. There is some- 
thing cosy and friendly about them 
which is lacking in the latger ee 
fields. ! 

Upon a sunken pant of the casitern 
ramparts of Ypres looking towards 
Passchendaele and Menin 4nd more 
southerly to Zellebeke and its lake 
nesitles one of these tiny war cem- 
oteries. Here the noises of the town 
come but faintly. Children playing 
nearby or a flock of pigeons swerv- 
ing to drink by he moatside making 
now the only common sounds where 
once the field-gun slammed and tlic 
answering five-nine crashed into the 
echoeing streets behind. 

Another tiny emerald gem of com- 
memoration lies in a fold vf the hill- 
side west of Vimy. Complete in all 
details with wall and Ittle iron gate; 
the visitor’s book and the cemetery 
re.ter in their weathertight shelter; 
ihe clipped grass, the flowers and the 
few trees amd shrubs—it looks 60 
peaceful and clean and  unmilitarily 
beautiful #hat one catchts himself 
wishing it were possible some day to 
whisper gently: ‘‘Move over a little, 
fellows, if you don’t mind another 
tired old sweat crowding in.’’ 

One gets a fleeting unreasonable 
impreseion that the war in which 
this group of graceless parade dodig- 
ers had fallen could not possibly 
have been so deadly serious as the 
battles fought by the inhabitants of 
the vast mausoleum at, La Chaudiere, 
a couple of miles away. It is almost 
as if the sleepers here had been in 
training only and the corporal had 
marched thiem well out of sight of the 
orderly room, then, gaining the leafy 
thelter ‘of the Ride where the flow- 
ers were blooming and the birds 
singing so happily and ordered wi‘ 
an understanding grin: 

‘<Squad, Rest!’’

GOOD RIDDANCE 


Hazing has been abolished at the 
University of Alberta, at any rate 
the frenzied hazing which from time 
to time has supplied a blot upon the 
record of most Canadian institutions 
of learning. 

We hope thet the abolition is per- 
manent and that the example of 
Alberta University will be followed 
by others in Canada. 

Nobody has any objection to a 
reasonable expression of animal spir- 
its on the part of students. No- 
body who is reconciled to the inher- 
ent snobbery of any large group of 
human beings, objects strongly to 
the imposition of indignities upon 
newcomers—since in this world the 
newcomer is traditionally due for a 
certain amount of suffering. 

But when this not particularly in- 
telligent custom is abused to an ab- 
surd and dangerous ertreme, it is 
time public opinion expressed itself. 

It is a ttragic, but en indisputable 
fact that a certain type of mentality 
governs the mass movements of stud- 
ents in some of our places of alleged 
higher learning. It is that peculiar 
barbaric pack instinet of which Gals- 
worthy writes so bitterly and 60 


truly. Men (and sometimes women) 
who are individually kind, imagina- 
tive, acceptable members of society 


appear to be infected by a quaint in- 
sanity when they come under the in- 
fluence of a group. ‘They do things 
(probably because they are afraid of 
the opinion of their companions of 


the moment) which in their more 
sober moments alone, they would 
contemplate with horror. And they 


become a menace. 

Most cruelty springs from lack of 
imagination and lack of intelligence 
rather than from any inherent  vic- 
iousness of character. It is curious- 
ly ironic that this form of unimagin- 
ative and unintelligent, cruelty should 
have expressed itself so’ strongly on

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Credit Means Debt. 


Much is being heard these days in criticism of Governments and banks, 
@nd proposals of many kinds are advariced ‘having as their object the 
“reform” 6f the banking system, the “curtailment” of the powers of banks, 
the “socialization” and the “nationalization” of banking, money and credit: 
the gold standard is attacked-on the one hand and defended on the other; 
bi-metalism is advocated; “inflation” is urged by many, while others argue 
that present inflation means ultimate “deflation” and future trouble. Drastic 
writing down of present indebtedness, even complete wiping out of debts, is 
demanded in sonfe quarters, which others claim is a policy of “repudiation” 
and the destruction of future credit. 

Present criticism of the banks rests primarily in the fact that, at the 
present time, the banks will not extend credit. If people today could go to 
their bank and borrow as readily and as largely as they could and did in 
1928 and 1929, much of the criticism now heard of the banks would die out. 
It is because they cannot borrow, and in thousands of cases have no employ- 
ment and 80 cannot earn, while in the case of farmers, prices are so low that 
there is loss rather than profit on their production, that people, already in 
debt, are bitterly critical of the banks. 

Critical over what? Because the banks will not extend credit to them. 
In other words, the banks will not allow these people’ to get further into 
debt to them. So much is being'said about banking credit,—using it, ex- 
panding it, contracting it,—that the average person is likely to have a con- 
fused idea as to what banking credit, or any kind of credit, actually means, 
And as most of us are just average persons, and particularly where finan- 
cial and economic terms are concerned, it is perhaps well to reduce credit 
to its simplest and safest terms, and see what we make of it. Credit means 
debt. No matter at what angle we may view it, it means either immediately 
or prospectively, an obligation assumed, a debt to: be paid. We borrow or 
buy on credit today and pledge ourselves to pay on some future day, This 
is true whether the transaction involves a dollar payable within a month 
or a million dollars payable in a score of years, and it is equally true whether 
it be an individual, a corporation, a municipality, a province or a nation. The 
principle is the same, no matter what the. circumstance. ; 

Our major difficulties today arise from the fact that there was too much 
credit, not too little, available to us in the past. It was easy to borrow; still 
easier to buy on the deferred payment, or instalment plan. Everybody was 
doing it. The nations of the world fought a great four-years war on credit, 
destroying cities, industries, shipping, millions of productive human lives, 
blowing it all away with high explosives, and promising to pay the huge bills 
incurred at some future time. Farmers bought more land, more implements, 
combines, tractors, trucks, automobiles, radios, etc., etc, on credit; the work- 
ingmen and salaried people in the towns and cities bought houses, and furni- 
ture, and automobiles, scores of things they regarded as necessities and 
other scores which were luxuries, on credit.’ Salesmen urged the people to 
do these things, telling them their credit was good, And all this credit meant 
just one thing,—it meant debt. — 

Governments and corporations proceeded on the same basis. Hundreds 
of millions of borrowed money were expended on railways, high standard 
highways, public buildings, and modern public services of many kinds. People 
demanded these things and enjoyed them. Voices raised in warning that a 
day of reckoning would come were disregarded, and those who gave voice to 
such warnings were decried as pessimists, peoplé without vision or initiative, 
hopelessly non-progressive. Credit was available, so why not use it and let 
the future pay? And every credit used mtant a debt contracted. 

What was then the future is now the present, and we are called upon to 
pay. And that’s the chief trouble today,—we have got to pay, and we don't 
like it, Nay, more, we have awakened to the fact that it is now well nigh 
impossible to pay, because we used up more credit, and thus created more 
debt, than our resources now enable us to pay. : 

Credit is an expensive things. It also is an illusive thing, a will-o’-the- 
wisp to the unwary and thoughtlessly venturesome. But the debt created,— 
and remember debt is always created by credit; you cannot have one without 
the other,—is not illusive; it is a hard, concrete fact. No matter what your 
credit may be, it is no more, if you are wise, than your capacity to pay the 
debt which the use of that credit creates. 

Present debts cannot safely be disposed of by apparently simple proce- 
dure of wiping them out by legislative action, or through the artificial pro- 
cess of inflation,» Repudiation would be destructive of future credits which, 
within reason, are essential to the carrying on of the world’s business, 
because all credit is merely confidence; destroy confidence by acts of 
repudiation and you destroy credit. On the other hand, inflation beyond 
normal, ultimately means deflation back to normal. If the pendulum swings 
to the extreme right, it will have to swing just as far to the left before it 
gradually reaches a normal position. These are laws of nature which no 
legislation in the world can override. 

Nor can present indebtedness be liquidated by more credit, which only 
means more debt, or a transfer of debt from one source to another. Debts 
once contracted .nust be honorably and honestly discharged. In some cases, 
in no doubt a goodly number of cases, adjustments must be made in order to 
prevent maximum losses by both debtor and creditor, but in the. majority of 
case debts ought to be paid through frugal living, practised economies, pains- 
taking work. Having enjoyed what credit bought for us, we must now pay 
for that credit. Because we did not know how to use credit wisely when it was 
obtainable, we are now realizing what it means to pass through the slow, 
laborious and generally painful process of paying our debts.

Modern Steel Works 


Remarkable Transition Described By 
Canadian Engineer In Oharge 

Members of the Canadian Institute 
of Mines and Metallurgy at Montreal, 
had an opportunity to hear an address 
by. a Canadian engineer who is in 
charge of India’s greatest iron and 
steel works. Gerald G...Dobbs, chief 
engineer of the Tata steel works, 
described the transition that has o¢- 
curred in the past 25 years from 
primitive native forges to the modern 
and efficient mills of today. 

Until the early years of this. cen- 
tury there had been no change in na- 
tive methods for 3,000 years or more, 
To an enterprising Bombay banker, 
Jamshedpur Tata, goes the credit for 
introducing western methods into In- 


dia. 


He founded the Tata steel works in 
the northwestern part of the country, 
a few hundred miles inland from Cal- 
cutta. The mills went into operation 
just about the time the war began. 
They supplied all the steel used by 
General Allenby to construct the rail- 
road which enabled his army to con- 
quer the Turks and occupy Palestine. 
The works have continued to develop 
since the war and are now régarded 
as one of the-most efficient in the 
world.

Alberta Sugar Beets 


Industry Is Rapidly Approaching 

Farmers who make a .pecialty of 
growing sugar beets in the Raymond 
district of Southern Alberta, where 
the crop, owing to particularly fav- 
ourable soil and climatic conditions, 
does particularly well, are this year 
garnering a bigger harvest. than ever 
before. About 14,000 acres is under 
crop and the total yield is expected 
to be about 130,000 tons from which 
approximately 36,000,000 pounds of 
sugar will be produced. : 

The growing of sugar beets in the 
Raymond district has now developed 
into an important industry, Six years 
ago @ sugar factory began operations 
in the district and gives employment 
during the season to over 300 men. 
Beets grown in Southern Alberta have 
a notably high sugar content, aver- 
aging about 18 per cent. About 700 
farmers in the vicinity of Raymond 
grow beets. This year they will re- 
ceive over $600,000 for their crop. 


Britain’s Navy Not Too Large 


Has Reached Irreducible Minimum 
Opinion Of Earl Beatty 

In an interview with the Herald- 
Tribune, Earl Beatty, visiting in New 
York ,with his two sons, said the Bri- 
tish mavy has reached an irreducible 
minimum. Even if other countries in- 
sist on further reductions, the British 
fleet must stay where it is or fall be- 
low the point of safety. 

“Diplomats can argue at Geneva 
until the air is blue, but they’ll never 
get anywhere.” 

No nation has reduced its person- 
nel of fighting ships as far as the 
British, he added. He found comfort 
in the fact the U.S. fleet, combined 
with the British fleet, could stand off 
anyone, cs 

He regarded danger to peace from 
Japanese or Russian aggression as 
negligible. The navy was still ,su- 
perior to the air force as the result 
of new inventions. New guns can now

he said.

Last year, in the United States, in- 
dustry and business consumed a total 
of 52,162,000,000. kilowatt hours of 
electrical energy for lighting and 
power. ‘ 

It has transformed the. theatre by 
making lighting effects (heretofore 
undreamed of) possible, and in all 
the ramifications of cinema. It has 
become a handmaid’ to therapeutic 
medicine; and agriculture, starting 
with the portable utility motor, is 
more and more claiming its aid. Al- 
ready it is a recognized factor in the 
poultry business, and enough knowl- 
edge is now available to realize that 
it might and doubtless will be still 
more widely used. 

There is a promise of large scale 
domestic heating and of cooling ap- 
paratus. Refrigeration, both for in- 
dustry and home use, is now common. 
The day of a “private sun” with ultra 
violet rays guaranteed for every home 
is on the programme. 

Ships in the air and ships at sea 
know electricity, from the simplest 
lighting devices to intricate machin- 
ery which seems almost to have oc- 
cult power. 

In all this development circling the 
globe, it is a point worthy of note that 
this community stands out as the 
electric capital of the world. Winni- 
peg uses more electricity per capita 
than any other city, and it can obtain 
it more cheaply for both domestit and 
industrial use.

The degree of disturbance, he says, 
is controlled by such factors as alter- 
ations in the chemical composition of 
the blood, movements of the stomach 
and optical effects produced by a 
rolling ship. 

Little can be done to control these 
influences, the Cunard doctor reports, 
but his home prescription is about as 
good a preventive of sea-sickness as 
can be suggested. 

Aboard ship, he says, the soundest 
advice is to take part in deck games, 
dancing, and so on. 

To study the causes and effects of 
sea-sickness thoroughly, Dr. Maitland 
set up, in the Cunard offices at Liver- 
pool, England, elaborate apparatus to 
stimulate sea travel at- various de- 
grees of roughness. 

Dauntless volunteers from the com- 
pany’s staff were his victims, adding, 
in their martyrdom, a Ittle to the 
world’s knowledge about this curse of 
the marine traveller. 


Improving Moscow Streets 


Over Nine Thousand Miles Will Be 
Modernized This Year 

Rapid strides are being made in 
paving Moscow streets. Cobbles are 
giving way to asphalt in all directions 
and the time is.in sight when the 
life of a motor car in Moscow can 
compare with the average length of 
usefulness abroad. . _ 

Interesting in this connection are 
the figures given by the State Plan- 
ning Commission. It is stated that 
155. million square metres of street 
are being asphalted in Moscow this 
year. Taking ten metres (thirty 
feet) as a fair average width, it ap- 
pears that 15,500,000 metres or 15.500 
kilometres of street will be modern- 
ized before the end of the year. This 
is equivalent to 9,687 and one-half 
milés—a’ man-sized paving job. 

This mammoth task is however, 
dwarfed by the plans for the second 
five-year plan. One billion. square 
metres or, on the scale used above, 
62,500 miles of shiny pavement are 
to be laid throughout the Soviet 
Union in the next five years. 

Recently a German process of cold 
paving has been introduced and is 
said to have speeded up the work 
materially. Experiments are also be- 
ing conducted with various other pav- 
ing materials, including cork, rubber, 
and iron. 

Cobblestones, rightly held to be ab- 
solutely unified for modern conditions, 
are to disappear completely. 


Canadian Wheat Has 
High Protein Content 


Average Has Steadily Increased Dur- 
ing Last Five Year 

The average protein content. of 
Canadian wheat has been in general 
steadily increasing during the last five 
years and present indications are the 
1932 crop will maintain the high fig- 
ure of a year ago, the grain research 
laboratory of the Board of Grain 
Commissioners has reported. 

Poth Saskatchewan and Alberta 
show to date higher average protein 
content, grade for grade, than last 
year, but the survey represents main- 
ly the wheat from southern and cen- 
tral sections of the province and the 
final figures are likely to be some- 
what lower.

Mounties In Northern Outpost Not To 
Be Relieved This Winter 

If you look at your map of Canada, 
you will find Ellesmere Land away up 
in the north. Up there, just six hun- 
dred miles south of the North Pole, 
are three members of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police. They are 
keeping an outpost of Empire at 
Bache Peninsula. The trio expected 
some relief this year, but they are to 
be disappointed. Instead of being 
withdrawn about two hundred miles 
south to Craig Harbor, at the south- 
ern tip of Ellesmere Land, the three 
Mounties must maintain their lonely 
vigil until the ice breaks next year. 

Back to Montreal has come Inspec- 
tor T. V. Sandys-Wunsch, who is in 
command of the Eastern Arctic sub- 
division of the Mounted Police. He 
was in charge of a party of constables 
relieving others in the far North. Go- 
ing up on the 8.8. Ungava, the trip 
to Bache Peninsula was frustrated 
when the sturdy little vessel could 
not make headway against the ice in 
Rice Strait leading to Buchanan Bay. 
Other reliefs were made in due order, 
but the lonely three near the North 
Pole will have to wait another year. 
They have ample supplies, so will not 
be in danger of hunger or cold. 

It takes courage to stick it for 
three years away up in the polar re- 
gions. But to the Mounties that sort 
of work is just in the general routine 
of duty. They carry the Union Jack 
to the Eskimos and preserve law and 
order. The drama of Empire is still 
a stirring story in some of the far- 
flung outposts, where lonely red- 
coats form the link between the na- 
tive and the outside world.—Border 
Cities Star.

Of Live Stock And Distribution 
Throughout Provinces Of Canada 


oe 


When the population of Canada was 
officially counted last yoar records 
were also takén of the number of live 
stock of different kinds in the Do- 
minion, and these records are now 
available. They show that there are 
8,115,582 horses. ‘The horse is there- 
fore still far from extinct. notwith- 
standing the rivalry of the automobile 
and the truck. The average number 
of horses per farm reported is 5.3 
compared with 5.7 in 1921, Much the 
largest number of horses is in the 
province of Saskatchewan, which al- 
most reaches the million mark. Alber- 
ta is second with 782,000, and On- 
tario third with 577,000. 


Milch cows on Canadian farms 
number 3,510,000 as against 3,228,000 
in 1921, an increase of 8.72 per cent. 
Ontario has the largest cow popula- 
tion with 1,114,000, but British Col- 
umbia shows the most rapid increase, 
the number of milch cows in that 
province having increased by more 
than 53 per cent. in the last ten 
years, The average number of milch 
cows per farm is now 6.3 per cent. 
compared with 5.4 per cent. at the 
previous census. It is noteworthy that 
the greatest actual increase in cows. 
has been in the Prairie Provinces— 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta. 


Other cattle total 4,498,000, which 
is a falling off of about 1214 per cent. 
since 1921. The only provinces which 
show an increase are Quebec and Bri- 
tish Columbia, although the largest 
number of cattle are in Ontario. 


Sheep are raised on 130,000 farms 
and the total number is 3,622,000, an 
increase of 13.18 per cent. in ten 
years. The largest sheep population 
is in Ontario, but the most rapid in- 
crease in numbers is in British Col- 
umbia. The number of swine is 4,- 
667,000, an increase of 40 per cent. 
since the last census. The most rapid 
increase has been in Alberta, although 
the largest number are in Ontario, 
with Alberta second and Saskatch- 
ewan third. The poultry population 
totals over 65,600,000 and in the last 
ten years has increased by 51.62 per 
cent. The largest number of poul- 
try are in Ontario but the most rap'd 
increase is in British Columbia.

Scarr suggested that those who are 
interested might observe the temper- 
ature during October. In 80 per 
cent. of recorded cases warm Octobers 
have been followed by warm winters.

New First Sea Lord 


Sir Ernle Chatfield Was Beatty’s Flag 
Captain During War 

As Flag Captain to Lord Beatty in 
the “Lion” and the “Queen Eliza- 
beth” all through the war, Sir Ernle 
Chatfield the new First Sea Lord, 
served in the three principal actions 
of Heligoland, the Dogger Bank and 
Jutland. He is a gunnery specialist. 
He was a man of the moment in the 
crisis at Jutland. The “Indefatigable” 
had been sunk, the “Queen Mary” had 
gone up in flames, the “Lion” was in 
flames too. Then a tremendous salvo 
struck the “Princess Royal” and she 
too vanished. A signalman reached 
the “‘Lion’s” bridge where stoed Vice- 
Admiral Beatty as he then was. 
“Princess Royal” blown up, sir,’ he 
said, Beatty turned to his Flag Cap- 
tain, saying, “Chatfield, there seems 
to be something wrong with our — 
ships today. Turn two points to port.” 
That meant two points nearer the 
enemy—and it meant, too, that the 
crisis of the battle was surmounted. 
The British battle cruisers began to 
assert an ascendancy over the enemy 
and our ships received no further seri- 
ous injury, Full testimony to the ac- 
curacy of the British gunnery has been 
given in German accounts of the bat- 
tle. 


Birds As Photographers 


Pigeons Can Obtain Pictures With 
New Miniature Camera 
Carrier pigeons are being used in 
Germany to take aerial photographs. 
These are often wanted for particu- 
lar purposes, and to make them by 
means of an aeroplane is rather an 
expensive business. By means of a 
wonderful new miniature camera, 
pigeons can be made to take the re- 
quired snaps at trifling cost, The 
method used is ingenious. Birds which 
can be relied upon to fly straight 
home to their lofts are selected. They 
are then liberated so that the place 
to be photographed lies between the 
point of release and the home loft. 
The camera has a time shutter which 
can be set to operate to within a 
fraction of a second. The speed at 
which particular birds fly is known 
from previous records, and it is found 
that they fly at an average height of 
about 500 feet. The figures having 
been worked out, the camera shutter 
is set to operate at the exact moment 
that the bird will be crossing the 
place or the building to be photo- 
graphed. The bird is then released, 
and at the loft waits an assistant who 
removes the camera, Experiments 
have shown that extraordinarily good 
photographs can be obtained.

The “Iron Duke,” Earl 
Jelliooe’s' flagship in- the Battle of 
Jutland, is to become a gunnery prac- 
tice. vessel, Most of her fittings, al- 
ready removed when she was original- 
ly ofdered scrapped under the London 
Naval Treaty, have been retrieved.

Very Rarely Will They Take Medicine 
Used By Westerners 

The recent case of Toy Fook, a 
Chinese boy in America, who when 
sick begged for broth made from 
the heart of. a wildcat, invites at- 
tention to the queer native “cures” 
depended upon by the dwellers in the 
Chinese section of American cities. 
Importations into the United States 
from China include horns, bones, hair, 
feathers and tallow, but so far as cus- 
toms records show, no wildcats’ 
hearts, 

The art of the Celestial apothecary 
is a furtive one in this country. Rare- 
ly will Chinese confide in a westerner, 
particularly when there is some sus- 
picion that habits and customs which 
seem to them perfectly natural may 
be likely to transgress the curious 
maze of occidental laws with which 
they find themselves surrounded. 

Their use, almost adoration, of the 
ginseng root, is well known. That 
harmless herb is looked on by the 
Chinese as a general’ tonic and, in 
fact, as a panacea. Ginseng, with 
Chinese, is as inevitable as chopsticks. 

Orange peel ranks next to ginseng 
as a universal remedy. An infusion of 
tiger bones is believed to incite cour- 
age. The eyebrows of a toad, some 
Chinese believe, make an excellent 
snuff. Soup made from the paws of 
a bear is “indicated” for stomach dis- 
orders.

Most 
of us who know only English have but 
5,000 or 6,000 words at our command, 
Dr. Irwin is master of at least 4,000,- 
000 words.

With Trading Posts 


Hudson’s Bay Company Arrange | 
Service To Care For Lonely 
Men 

The Hudson’s Bay Company, one of 
the oldest of trading companies, is 
taking steps to keep some of the 
world's loneliest men in touch with 
civilization. Its trappers spend the 
winter in the far-away Arctic regions, 
many of them three or four weeks’ 
journey from the nearest post at 
which supplies can be obtained. 

Now an aeroplane service has 
been instituted to care for these lone- 
ly men. In the past they have come 
into contact with civilization often 
only once a year during their annual 
visits to the company’s trading posts, 
and supplies have been taken to them 
during the summer by trading ships. 
Now they will be within three days’ 
journey of the great cities of Canada, 
from which the 800 horsepower aero- 
planes will set out, bearing mails and 
newspapers, food and clothing. Each 
aeroplane can carry three tons, 

The machines are fitted with skis, 
which enable them to land on:snow or 
ice. Besides taking goods to the trap- 
pers they will bring back furs.

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Treatment With Insulin Can Be Given 
Through the Nose 
The new treatment for diabetes re- 


Physiological Congress in Rome was 
developed at the Israel-Zion Hospital 
in Brooklyn, it has just been revealed. 

Dr. William 8. Collens who devel- 
oped the treatment and explained it 
to physicians from all parts of the 
world assembled in Rome for the con- 
ference, is chief of the Israel-Zion 
Diabetic Clinic, 

The old method of giving diabetes 
sufferers injections of insulin from a 
hypodermic needle has long been 
considered unsatisfactory by many 
physicians because of the tendency of 
the wound caused by the needle to 
become infected. Insulin taken 
through the mouth loses its potency 
in the stomach. 

Through Dr. Collens’ experiments 
in Brooklyn, it was found possible to 
give insulin through the nose. When 
this method was first tried doctors 
said it was found that the insulin 
would not penetrate the mucous 
mebranes of the nose. Dr,Collens suc- 
ceeded after repeated experiments in 
mixing the insulin with other chem- 
{cals which made the lining permea- 
ble,

A Pennsylvania toad that survived 
83 years in a cannonball Is only a run- 
ner-up, William Alexander Campbell, 
professor of art and archaeology at 
Wellesley College, has revealed:
